Lebanon's leftist alliance which 
also embraces the breakaway 
Lebanese Arab Army (LAA) and 
the Palestine Liberation 
zation (PLO) was last night τὸν 
ported to have split over ἃ pro- 
posed reconciliation vith Syria, 
whose troops control about 60 
per cent of Lebanese territory. 

Some leftist circles including LAA 
and PLO elements have opted to 
mend fences with Syria which has 
won over most of Lebanon's Chris- 
tian and Moslem leaders. Other 
leftists are opposed even to conduct- 
ing a dielogue with the Syrians 
until they withdraw an estimated 
12,000 troops whose entry into Leba- 
non last June barred a leftist power 
takeover. 

Reporte from Beirut yeste 
said that four people were killed in 
clashes between supporters of the 
LAA, and members of the Lebanese 
Communist party in Beirut’s south- 
crn suburbs. 

Communist activists and other 
radicals were reported to have 
launched a campaign in leftist-held 
western Beirut to prevent prominent 
Moslems from joining the current 
Pilgrimage of top Lebanese leaders 
to Damascus. The lateat to do so 
was Premier Rashid Karami who 
last night held talks in Damascus 
with Syrian President Hafez Assad. 

The Syrians are reported to be 
on the verge of forcing the imple- 
mentation of a truce in Lebanon 
before the transfer of powers from 
Christian diehard President Sulei- 
man Franjieh to moderate Presi-~ 
dent-elect Elias Sarkis on Septem- 
ber 23, and the introduction of 
modest political reforms, heralding 
the restoration of powers to a joint 
Christian-Moslem establishment and 
the containment of PLO-leftist acti- 
vities. 

Yesterday, Kamel ale 
Asa’ad called on parliamentary staff 


in both western Beirut and in the 
Christian east to prepare for Sar- 
kis’ inauguration. 

ne of the problems facing offi- 
cial’s preparing the inauguration has 
been to find a site for the ceremony, 
which must constitutionally be in 
Beirut and which would be safe for 
deputies of all political persuasions.

— White civilians 
sot dead two Coloureds (people of 
mixed blood) during weekend racial 
violence in white-owned districts, 
ard rock-throwng rioters yesterdey 
attacked shops and cers in this 
city's outlying Coloured neighbour- 
hood Elsie's River.

‘The Coloured riots spread from 
Cape Town's white-owned centre to 
18 towns in the province's wine- 
growing and farming districts, 
Police said the latest killings re- 
flected a developing white backlash, 
Last week, hordes of whites emptied 
gunshops of supplies. 

One Coloured was killed on Satur- 
day by a white motorist who fired 
three shots at a gang that attacked 
his car with a hail of rocks, 

At Franshoek, a mountain farm- 
ing village 64 kms. northeast 
of Cape Town, three whites on 
Saturday took aim at one rioter In 
a Coloured crowd who was pounding 
8. parked car with a brick and 
killed him with three simultaneous 
shots. He died immediately, police 
said yesterday. The crowd, demon- 
strating in front of the whites-only 
Central Hotel, scattered, leaving the 
dead man sprawled in the road.

| Defence Fund is a way 
to identify with Zahal

The fund actually predates 
rescue operation: It was ἃ spon- 
taneous result of public concern over 
cuts in the local defence budget and 
the American decision to give $275 
milton in defence aid instead of the 
anticipated $55¢ million. 

A public committee of leaders in 
‘dbbutzim, industry and other sec- 
tors got together to set up a fund to 
raise money for defence research 
and development. They realized that 
Rand Ὁ would be the first victim of 
budget cuts, since salaries could not 
be lowered and weapons purchases 
must go on... 

The use of money raised is decided 
upon by ἃ public counci} (a group of 
70 volunteers representing all sec- 
tors) with the advice of the Defence 
Minister and the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Security Committee. 

‘The two volunteer chairmen of the 
fund are Mrs. Senta Yoseftal M.K. of 
Kibbutz Galed and Shimon Eliman 
of the Manufacturers’ Association. 

Some of the most heart-warming 
contributions are the small ones. 
Children in 85 summer camps gave 
their pocket money; children in 
Ramat Aviv held a bazaar to raise 
money for the army: 18 groups In ald 
age bomes gave donations ranging 
from 115,000 to 1120,000. Retired 
employees of the Electric Company 
gave 1100,000; present employees 
of the same company gave IL300,000. 

In many firms, management has 
matched whatever the workera con- 
tribute. In the midst of their labour 
dispute, workers and management 
atthe Tempo plant in Yeruham were 
able to agree on one thing — dona- 
tion of IL40,000 to the fund. 

‘The δῦ employees at Kibbutz Artzi 
headquarters in Tel Aviv gave 
1L25,000. Members of kibbutrim heve 
given money from their own pockets, 
not from the kibbuts funds, to the 
tune of 1L35,000 from Kibbutz Yifat, 
1L81,000 from Kibbutz Dorot, etc.

Remove 
all dirt and oi! with a rag dipped in 
paint thinner and then dry the frame 
with a clean non-fluffy rag. Any 
rusty patches should be cleaned up 
with a piece of fine wet or dry paper 
and the dust wiped off. The bare 
roeta] should then be painted over 
with zinc chromate primer which 
prevents further rusting. You can 
buy 1/8 Htre tins of thie paint for 
about 11.7.50. This quantity is suf- 
ficient for several bikes. Leave the 
Painted part to dry overnight and 
then apply a coat of gloss paint 
either with a brush or using a spray 
can.

Most locally-made cycles have a 
rear. whee! with a fitted brake 


. operated by back pedalling. ‘Im- 


ported cycles generally have two 
sets of caliper brakes inatead. The 
caliper brake should be adjusted so 
that the brake block will grip the 
rim smoothly and not in one sudden 
jerk that will cause abrupt braking 
and possibly an accident. Worn 
brake blocks should be replaced and 
the brake cable tension adjusted td 
the new blocks. : 

The seat should not be loose and 
the handlebar must be aligned so 
that it is straight and then Hghtened 
by means of the long vertical bolt 
holding it in place. A bell should be 
fitted and also checked that it is 
working correctly. 

Tyres should always be inflated. A 
flat tyre will cause to the 
tyre casing as the weight of the cycle 
causes the casing to bulge and 
cracks will develop along the bulge. 
Asmall cycle pump costs about 1120, 
but for about IL50 you can buy 8 
superb large foot pump, made in 
Japan, and needing only two or three 
strokes to inflate a tyre.

Both acts were far less violent than the usual run of such 
attempts when carried out by Palestinian terrorists and their 
accomplices, Although the abductors of the Indian Airlines 
plane were well-armed they never used their. While 
the group responsible for the kidnapping of the TWA, airliner 
were evidently also guilty of the murder of a policeman in 
New York, the lethal instruments they fashed during.the flight 
turned out to have: been mere toys.
